Have accepted the Bargain : and therefore la-.

World meet together. There refides the Head 
of theſe Politicians ( which 1s. their General )

Fourthly , By theſe: Cunning Carriages , and :

alluring to their Religion ,. and to frequent their 

Noble Spirits 5 who if hap- 
17 they ſhall fall onat- to be unable and unfit for 
their- purpoſe, ander ſome honeſt pretext , they 
licenſe from their Society ; but withal tay hold 
of their Eſtates ; of which their Society will 
needs be -inveſted Heirs. In the mean time ab-- 


Tolutely excluding, the poor from their Schools, 


dire&tly apainſt the Orders of the Fore-named 
Father Jg#atius , and the Intention of thoſe their - 
Patrons, who gave them their Poſleſſfons'; not 
that they ſhould ſerve'their own intereſt , but the 
Chriſtian Common-wealth.”. 


The Second -Inconvenience-1s, That theſe Fe. 
fuits cunningly make'the World know the Friend- 
ſhip and Inwardneſs - they retain with *Princes ; 
ſetting it forth a little more -than indeed it is , 
to the end that they may gain the Love of their 
Miniſters ; and ſo procure , that all Men:ſhall re- 
cur to'them for Favors. Thus they publickly 
brag , That. they can make Cardinals, 'Nuncio's, 
Lieutenauts , Governours , zand other | Qffteers : 
Nay ſome of them have plainly affirmed: ;: That 
their - General 'could do more than 'the 'Pope 
himſelf : And”others  have-added , Thar it 1s 
better to be of that Order which' makes' Cardi- 
nals than / to'be a -Cardinal, . And' theſe -things 
they divulge fo publickly-, that - there -i5\-net 
.; | any. 
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-any Man who familiarly converſeth with them, to 
whom. they relate not theſe or ſuch like Things.. 


Fifthly , Having laid the Ground-work of 
this their Practice in State, they pretend a power 
to raiſe or ruin whomſoever they pleaſe ; and .in- 
deed making uſe of. Religion only for a Cloak, 
whereby they may gain Credit, they many times 
attain their Ends. - But when they propound a» 
ny Man unto the Prince. for Preferment , they 
never make Choice of him. who is moſt fit and 
deſerving ; but rather oppoſe to ſuch an'one, 
when they know he is not partial on their fide; 
and alwayes advance ſuch Perſons as make for 
their Intereſt , without any regard whether he 
be well-affefted to the Prince, whether merit 
torious or fit to undergo that Office to which he - 
is nominated-; whence there oft ariſeth Diſtur« 
bancs to the Prince , Complaints and Tumults 
among the People. 


Sixthly , As the Maſter of a Galley , when he 
perceives a good gale fair for his Voyage , but 
with once whiſtling makes all rhe Galley Slaves 
fall to their Oats,. and ſtretch them before the 


Veſſel ; fo when in:ithe Dyets and Aſſemblies 


(which theſe Fathers: continually make by their 
General and his Aſſiſtants in Rome ) they con- 
clade it fit for their turn , that ſome one Per. 
fon ſhould be promoted to Dignity ; the Father 
General ſignifies 1o much to all thoſe that reſide 

Elſc- 


' elſewhere ; and all thofe with one conſent at an- 
-inſtant joyn all their Forces to make him -attain 
that Honour which .they. intend him; and. he 
ſhould be very. ungrateful , if afterwards , in 
all Occurrences , he ſhould not'ſerve the Feſuits 
with-the like Zeal that they preferred him. And 
becauſe ſuch a Man , nay many ſuch Men: ( for.. 
many Dependants in this Kind the Jeſuzts have) 
hold. themſelves. more. obliged to the Jeſuzrs 
than to their Prince, of whom they have recet-- 
ved their Honour and Greatneſs ; therefore they: 
ferve-the-7-[u:7s with a:greater Aﬀection than 
the Prince himſelf; Thus: they: delude - their 
Princes , who imagining they: have got a. truſty: 
Servant , have only made way for a Spy of: 
the 7eſuits; of whom they often times ſerve : 
themſelves to the. damage of-that Prince, who 
advanced him. I*'could_with- manifeſt Exams - 
ples confirm this my Diſcourſe, | if daily Expert- 
ence and Common Fame were not a - ſufficient - 
Confirmation to it. . But not to make my ſelf o. - 
ver-tedious , I will paſs to -ſome other things, . 
concluding that. this . happily is the caufe . why 
the Jeſuits are wont to call their Religion, A. 
Grand Monarchy ; as if they governed all Princes 
and their -Miniſters- at their pleaſure; And it 4s 
not long ſince; that one of the chief of them, . be- 
ing publickly to treat with an illuſtrious: Prince, 
inthe name of the Society , he began with theſe 
words fall of Arrogancy,, and grounded upon a 
canceit of their Monarchy ;. Our Seczety hath at- 
30 Ways 
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ways maintained good intelligence with; Jour, : 
: Grace., &c. 


Seventhly, Theſe Fathers take great pains , to 


Jet the World know , that all thole -who are any 
way. in eſtimation with their Prince , have been 
their Favourites , and born up by their hands ; ' 


ſo that by this 'means: wy ht more Patrons of 
the Subjeas affeQions , than, the Prince -himſelf. 
And this is a notable Prejudice unto the, Prince ; 


as. well becauſe no reaſon of State doth comport, 


that Religious Perſons, ſo ambitious and politick, 


ſhould be fo. far'Patrons of the wiltof the Mini- 
ſters, that whenſoever they pleaſe , they can 


cauſe Treafon and Deſtruction. As alſo that by 
this.means , that is by the-mediation of the Mi- 


-niſters their Adherents , they induce into. the 


Princes Service, either for Counſellors or Secre- 
taries , ſome of - thoſe ;Feſuits-1nVoto., 'of whom 
1 diſcourſed -before. And theſe again procure 
the Prince to entertain ſome 'Zeſuzt for . his 
:Confeflor or Preacher. And thus all theſe to- 
-gether , do ſerve as Intelligencers to the: Father 
General ; to whom they render. An exact ac- 


-count. of all that palleth. in the. moſt ſecret 


"Councils, Whence it. proceeds, that many times 
we ſee Deſigns preyented, and Secrets of the 
greateſt umportance diſcovered ; yet . no, man 
can- ſearch out the true Author : : -but. oft times 
thoſe, are moſt. ſuſpeted , who are leaſt in

them ſo far as they may: ſerve their own 
 turnes. 


Nay, It followeth yet farther, That no Prince, 
much leſs any under Prelates, can make the like 
.uke of them: becauſe they ſhew themſelves at the 
very ſame time equally Aﬀeed to all; making 
themſelves Emeliſh with Enzliſh-Men, French with 
French, Spaniards with Spaniards ; & fo with all other 
Nations 'and Countries, according as their Occa- 
fions require; from which they do intend-to Ex- 
traCt their Profit. They have no regard to the 
Prejudice of one, more than of another ; and there- 
fore, thoſe Enterprrzes, in which they have inter- 
meddled, have ſeldom times ſucceeded well ; be- 
- cauſe they have no purpoſe to ſerve, farther than 
their own Intereſts diQtates to them. 'And in this, 
the Artifice which they uſe, is moſt Notorious ; 
Some of them faining themſelves to be Partial to 
the Crown of Fraxce, others to Sparz, others to the 
Enperonr ; and fome to other Prizes, 'of whom 
they defire to be moſt Favoured: And if any of 
theſe Princes pleale to miake_ uſe of ſome Feſure, 
whom he holds for his Cofifident Friend, he im- 
mediately writes to -the Father General of the Af- 
fair, which heHath'to Treat on ; and expedts his 
Anſwer, «together with Order what he ſhall do; 
and conformable to that Commiffion he Rules him- 
ſelf: Never regarding, whether that Order be

. But to the end that theſe Je/urrica/ Stratagems 
| may yet appear more plainly, I cannot here « con” 
ceal the Means, by which they inveigle Przces 
fo be of their Party. There are ſome Years now 
paſt, ſince one of theſe Fathers, called Father 
Parſons, the Aſſhiftant of Enzland, wrote a Book 
again{t the Succeſſaon- of the King of :Scottand to 
the Crown of Ergland:; and another Father, cal: 
led Crittoius, with” ſome - others of the ſame Or- 
der; na Book; which they wrote, Defended the 
Title of the Xing of.:Scotland ; oppoling the Opi- 
nion.of Father Parſons: 25: and fergning ( unger.a Spe” 
cious Pretence ). to be ar Diſcord amongſt them- 
ſelves: Although all this was (in deed) cunning- 
ly done,. and by the Speciai Command of their 
Father General: only for this purpoſe, that who- 
{oever ſhould Succeed 1 in the Kod of Encland, 
they might. have an Excellent Argument, to work 
in him a great and good - Opinion of their $6- 
ciety; and ol to Extract. their own. Ends from 
him. 


A fair” Example to ſhew bs, that Przzces.are the 
ObjeQs of all F</z#itical Aﬀions and Determinati- 
ons; and ( by Conlequence ) to-make good their 
own Saying, That their Society is a Grand Monar-

Again, That the Truth. of this may appear, | 
That the Feſuites have no Regard, - whether they 
Picale or Diſpleaſe any Prince, where their own

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"Intereſt. 1s moſt nearly concerned : Although By- 
perience of infinite Things paſt, makes it as Clear 


as the Syn at Noon-day ; yet the Particulars, which 1 
ſhall here ſubjoyn, will render 1t every way-moft 


Evident. 


There is.no Perſon in the VVorld, whom they 
are more bound to Serve and Obey, than the Bt- 
ſhop of Rome; not on or many other Reaſons, 
but eſpecially, becauſe they make a Particular 
Vow. to obey him: Yet when Ps Quiztus went 
about to Reform ſome of theſe Fathers, reducing 
them unto the Performance of their Duty in the 
Chair, they would not obey him; eſfteeming that 
a Notorious Prejudice to their Soczety, And thoſe 
few, who yielded themſelves to the Pope's Plea- 
ſure, accepting that Profeſſion, were alwayes 
afterwards mocked and :jeered; and called 
their Fellows, Q#irtin!/: Nor could ever any of 
them get the leaſt Preferment amongſt them. 


In the fame kind they oppoſed Glorious Saint 
Charles, Arch-Biſhop of Millain, who as Legate, a 
Latere to his Solinel; endeavoured to-reduce them 
to a Religious Diſcipline. 


But what ſhould I ſpeak of theſe, ſince they 
obey .not the Sacred Cannons themſelves ; but 
againſt their Decrees make Merchandize of Pearls, 
Rubies, and Diamonds, the which they bring from 
the /zdies : And there is an Opinion, that the greateſt 
part 
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part--of .Precious. Stones, which are ſold in Venice, 
belong to the Feſuits; the ground of which Opi- 
nion hath been. received . from their own Bro- 
mer, whom.they have .employed .in the Sale of 
tnem. F 


But that they are: no faithful ſervants to the 
Biſhop of Rome, thoſe Fathers well know ; who 
for default. of their Service, were called by pro- 
cels to Rome. I need not Name .them,. nor will I 
wade farther into this matter, as well that I may 
nat be compelled to ſpeak of ſome Prince, whom 
my Diſcourſe may not very well pleaſe: (my felf 
deſigning to do Service to all, and to Offend none) 
as becauſe: I intend not here to make. ſo large an - 
Inve&ive againſt the Fe/nits as-they deferve ;. but 
only to give a ſhort and plain Draught of their - 
Courſes and -Cuſtoms. 


For, as many times we behold one AﬀMiQted 
with ſome grieyous Infirmity, ſending. forth ſuch - 
lamentable Cries -as reach Heaven it felfs: and e- 
very one perceived that the Man 1s terribly 1n- 
diſpoſed, but no man 1s able to diſcern the Ori- 
ginal Cauſe of his Evil ; fo the whole World: - 
Complains of the Fe/uits, ſome for: being Perſecu- 
ted, others for being. Tortured ; and fome for be- - 
ing TTeacheroulily Erved by them : but the Mil- 
chief tilt: remains--amongſt us, nor is the Cauſe 
thereof eaſily Diſcovered ; which is nothing elſe 
but an immenſe. deſire which they have to In- | 


creale:--. 
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creaſe their own Power ; in reſpe&t whereof, 
they eſteem it nothing to Vilite or Murther any - 


Man, or to deceive” Princes, and to Opprels the 


Poor:; to Extort from Widows their Eſtates;-- 


and Wrong the Fatherleſs : What ſhall I fy;'to 


Ruinate moſt Noble Kingdoms ; nay, many times | 


by their Intermedling with all important” Aﬀirs 
in matters of State, it-cauſes Jealouſies and Deſpite 
amongſt Chriſtian Princes. GIO 


Now as there. would follow a great Inconve- 
nience, if that. part which was laſt' formed by 


Nature, as an Inſtrument. to ſerve the reſt that 
were more Noble, ſhould attra&t unto it ſelf, all 
the -pureſt Blood and Vital. Spirits, becaufe this 1 
ſay, were the way. utterly to diſſolve the whole; 
{o it is as inconvenient, that the Religion of the 
Feſuits planted into the Body of the Holy Church, as

Inſtruments for the Converſzon of Hereticks, and 
the perſwading of Sinners to Repentance, ſhould 
bring within their own Power, all the moſt 


. weighty. and:important Afﬀairs of Princes and Pre- 


lates, and Extracting'trom them the very Life and 
Spirit of their Intereſt, ſhould convert them unto 
their own purpoſes : Becauſe from hence, both 
private and - publick Peace is Diſturbed; man 
Depreſſed, which were worthy to be Exalted ; 
and many Exalted, which deſerve to be Depref: 
ſed; with a Thouſand Inconveniences which 
would follow upon 1t. TS 


\Þ: could. produce many Reaſons, taken from Ex- 
perience-it ſelf,” to demonſtrate gyhat an ingorge- 
ous Ambition the Feſui#s have to increaſe their 
Greatneſs ; but it ſhall here ſuffice, to make it 
known from Father. Par/ozs own words, recorded. 
ina Book 'of his compoſed in che Ez2/ih Tonoue, 
and: Inrituled; The' Reformation of Enzland, where 
baving firſt blamed Cardinal poo!, and having alſv 
obſerved many Wants and: ImperfeQtions in. the 
Council. of Trezt, at length he. concluded, That 
when Exzland ſhould: return to the Roman Cathe- 
lick Faith, he would reduce it to the Form and- 
State of the Primitive Church ; makings common 
all Eccleſiaſtical Goods, and aſſigning the Charge 
of them unto ſeven , Sagii, or wife-men, which 
ſhould be Feſwts ; ' and they ſhould make Diftri- 
bution of Goods at their pleaſure. Nor is it his 
will, nay, he forbids 'it, under a grievous Penal. 
ty, that- any Religious perſon, of what Order 
ſever, ſhou!d retura into Exglanzd without their 
Licenſe; Reſolving, that none ſhould enter there; 
but thoſe who ſhould be Maintained by Almes. 


- 'But as it oft falls out, that, Self - Love blinds 
the VViſeſt Man, that he becomes the greateſt 
Fool, it- is: moſt : Ridiculous which 'the ſame” Fa- 
ther ſubjoyns 1a that place :-Mhen England {ayes

This being hisDeſfigne, that the firſt Five Years 
being paſt, by ſome other Invention. (of. which 
they are very full) they would re-confirm the ſame 
Priviledge for Five Years more, and {o onwards, 
till they had utterly excluded his Holzzeſs from 
England : Now who ſeeth not here (as in a Ta- 
- ble) the Covetouſneſs and the Ambition of the Fe- 
ſaits, naturally deſcrib'd ;. together with. the hear- 
ty deſire they have to make themſelves Monarchs : 
And who ſeeth not with what Cunning they en- 
deayour to promote their own Deſignes ; procu- 
ring it either from the Good of ſome; or Ill of 
others. VVhat ſhould I fay- more of them: In 
the time of Gregory the Thirteenth, Did they nor 
make. it their Requeſt, that they might be In- 
veſted of all the Pariſh Churches in Rome ? - That 
they might there Jay a. Foundation -of their Mo- 
narchy? And that which they could not get in 
Rome, Have they not finally obtained in Ezgland? 
VVhere they not-long ſince have choſen an Arch- 
Prieſt, one ofthe Jeſuits i Yoto, who inſtead of 
proteQing the Clergy., like' a Ravening .VVolf, 
periecutes all {uch. Prieſts. as are-not depending up+ 
on the Feſuits ;. driving+them to terms of Deſpa- 
ration, and depriving, them: (under a great Penal 
ty) of mutual Communication; ſo that by this 
time, almolt all the Exg/i/o+ Roman - Clergy —_ 
Ss | uits 
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ſuits i» Yoto Nor do. they accept any into their 
Colledges, who hath not-paſsd his VVord to be- 
come a Jeſuit ; fo that when: that Kingdom ſhall 
return to the Antient Faith, Exg/avd will be like 
to give a beginning to an abſolute Jeſuitical Mo- 
narchy ; becauſe all the Eccleſiaſtical Revenues, 
all the Abbeys, Benefices, Biſhopricks, Arch- 
Prieftihips, and other Dignines, ſhall be conferred 
only by the Jeſuits. : 


- T here let paſs many things, as the pretenſions 
which they -make concerning other mens Eſtates, 
how jealous they are of their VVelfare, and deſi- 
rous of - their Proſperity : as the Favour which 
they endeavour to gam from Princes, by making 
them believe, that their Subjects 'are moſt Devout 
to their Religion, and conſequently, that they are 
able to make them well - affeQted to the perſon of 
their Prince.. Such evident things as theſe, 1 
leave to every one to obſerve, and with Four brief 
Contaleriaions , I will conclude this preſent Diſ- 
courle. þ 


Firſt, That Men of ſuch High Spwrits,&ſuch reach- 
ing Delignes, are alwayes Lovers of Novelty ; ever 
ſearching for 1t,8& begetting 1t; becauſe without ſome 
new-railed Motions,it is impoffible they ſhould attain 
their Ends: And. therefore the Jeſuits cannot 
be helpful to any Prince that either loves Peace, 
or the Conſervation of his own State ; ſince 
they are more. likely to. be the Cauſe of - much 

ce, E 3 Trouble 
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Trouble:and Commotion : Nay, happily to De- 
prive him'.of his whole: State, if he Favour not 
their Party ; or be not partially governed by their 
Counſel. _S

Secondly, If theſe, who have not Temporal Ju- 
ri{diftion, are able. to cauſe ſuch great and pro- 
digious Diſturbances 1n. the World, What think 
ye would they do, if one of them ſhould by 
Chance be created Pope ? Firſt he would ſtuff the 
Conſiſtory with Jeſuits, and by that means per- 
petuate the Popedome to them : and then. dire&t-. 
ing themſelves by. their 1n-fight and intereſt of 
State, and having the Arm and Power of the 
Pope, they would: be enabled to: put- in Danger, 
the State of many Princes; eſpecially of thoſ

Fourthly, When. the Conſiftory ſhould be en- 
tirely Jefuited, the whole Patrimdny of Chriſt 
would be: in their Hands; And as one that has 
the Dropſy, The more he Drinks, the more he 
Thirſts ; fo their Ambition growing ine 

F>. 2s reat- 
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Greatneſs,, would. occaſion a.. vaſt- Inundation of . 
Trouble. in the. World: , Now, becauſe there. is 
nothing more {ubje& unto Change than matters 
of State, Theſe Fathers, with all their Power, 
and Crafty Cunning, would - endeavour. to Alter 
the whole Courſe of Government ; that they 
might finally- introduce; the. Form and Project of 
their own Government; and by that means abſo- 
lutely Immonarchize themſelves. They have had - 
it long in their Heads, to gain into their Society 
the Son,of ſome Prince, who ſhould abſolutely 1n- 
veſt the Company of his State ; and this they had. - 
long ſince Attained, :if ſome others, wifely Spying 
out their Deſign, had not pyevented them : bur: 
had they-once obtained that, they would, without 
any Difficulty, have made themſelves Patrons of 
the State-Eccleſiaſtical : - And as they are very In-- 
vective and Subtil, they would afterwards have 
found. out a Thouſand Wayes how to enlarge it. . 
Thus they would have wanted no means that 
might make them Maſters of their Projects: And 
if nothing elſe would have done it, the Jealouſies 
which they would have raiſed 'in the Minds of 
their Confining Princes, would have done them - 
no {mall Service. - , 


It is therefore moſt neceſſary, that for the Pre- 
ſervation of Publick Peace, and for- the Maintc- 
nance of States, for the encreaſe of True Religion, 
- and for the Common Good of the whole VVortd, 


that they be utterly Rooted Out of all Chrif 
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' dom ; whoſe defires'are ſo-extreamly inordinate, 
leſt haply that follow which was Anciently ef- 
fefted by the Davidi, (whoſe Courſes the Jeſuits 
ſrem to Imitate) who were not Deſtroyed till the 
time of C/audizs the Emperour. 


And when I ſhall be commanded to VVrite my 
Opinion, concerning an opportune Remedy how 
to ReQifie Theſe Fathers, and to Convince them 
of their Erroneous Opinions ; deftring rather that 
they may be good Paſtors of Souls, which are the 
Treaſury of Chrift,, and not of the VVorld, or of 
the Profit of the VVorld, (which 1s nothing elſe 
but vile Dung) I am ready to perform it with 
Charity, and with all that Ability which it ſhall 
pleaſe God to beſtow upon me. Ny 
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
